A word of sympathy is due’ to 
those who strive to understand 
and appreciate what is commonly 
called. classical, but which we 
prefer to call good music. Only 
recently has, an attempt been 
made by a series of analytical 
tnotes to give the auditor. some 
idea what the composer intends,to 
portray. Very. often it is not neces- 
sary; the title of a piece may 
suggest the theme; a fugue, a 
bourree or ithe equivalent’ of‘ a 
Scherzo or the course one may 
expect the music.to take. In 
certain pieces. no annotation is 
needed. 
Percy Grainger's “Country, Gar- 
dens” it was quite‘ obvious that 
we were the uninvited guests at a 
very: rollicking country party.

Addressing ‘the meeting Mr, 
Shewan said:— 

“As the report, accounts and 
auditors’ report have been in ‘your 
hands for several days, I propose 
with your permission, to adopt 
the usual procedure and treat the 
same as read, For the reasons 
moptioned in. our last repost "the 
accounts before you-are for the 
half-yealf only.” Although we are 
able to report a small profit for the 
half-year we are still left with. an 
adverse: balance of $34,737.41 as

Result “Not Unsatisfactory.” 

On the whole this is not an 
unsatisfactory result for the first 
year's working of a new Company 
like ours.

have also: been encountered in 
connection. with certain Govern- 
ment contracts and some losses 
have been ‘sustained, which, I am 
sorry to say, were partly due to a 
want of foréthought and proper 
supervision in the early stages of 
the work, on the part of the person 
then in charge. of these ‘contracts, 
These difficulties have since been 
overcome and work on the con- 
tracts is now proceeding more 
satisfactorily. . . ” 


Furture ‘Prospects. 

As regards the future, we need 
not feel at all apprehensive as we 
have enough work in hand to keep 
our plant, equipmentand staff fully 
employed so that our overhead ex- 
penses may be based on'the lowest 
possible percentage of cost.’ In 
this respect I may tell you that 
contracts for work now in progress 
amount to more than: $2,000,000. - 

The method of piling which is 
known as “Franki” Piling System 
has been thoroughly tested’ in.
